Coverage Polarized, Response Divided 
Following School Shooting in Nashville 


Amass shooting at an elementary school in Nashville, Tennessee, left many 


speculating about the shooter's motive and calling for gun reform. 


The Details: On Monday, a shooter entered Covenant School, a private 

Christian elementary school in Nashville, Tennessee, armed with two assault 
style weapons and a hand gun. The shooter killed six people — three 9-year- 
old students and three faculty members — before being killed by responding 


police officers. 


The Shooter: Police identified the shooter as 28-year-old Audrey Hale. 
Based on Hale's social media presence, investigators concluded Hale was 
transgender. Hale was a former student of the school and messaged a friend 


shortly before the shooting, stating, "I'm planning to die today." 


At Hale's house, investigators found hand-drawn maps of the school anda 


written manifesto, which has not been released to the public. A police 
spokesperson told reporters that investigators do not believe Hale was 
targeting specific individuals at the school. Investigators also found additional 


guns at the home of the shooter, all of which were purchased legally. 


How The Media Covered It: Media response to the shooting was divided. 
Some right-rated outlets focused on the shooter's reported transgender identity 
and the fact that they targeted a Christian school, with some speculating a 
potential link. Additionally, some right-rated sources criticized the response 
from President Biden, who made a joke about disagreeing with Sen. John 
Hawley's (R-MO) determination that the shooting was an anti-Christian hate 


crime. 


Some left-rated sources pushed back on right-rated media focus on the 
shooter's gender identity, determining the focus should instead be on gun 
violence in America. Some on the left also highlighted fears in the trans 
community amid scrutiny from conservatives. Left-rated outlets frequently cited 
mass shooting data indicating the vast majority of mass shooters have been 
men, and focused on the lack of evidence that gender or religion contributed to 


the shooter's motive.

2023 Lesislative Session Wrap-up 
On their first day back from the veto recess, the sole objective of both 
chambers of the General Assembly was to override all 15 of Governor Beshear's 


vetoes, which they did in short order. The vetoes overridden include $B7, 
$B107, $B126, and $B150. 


As you know, this was an incredibly difficult session with many unnecessarily 
controversial bills that didn't address many of the critical issues faced by our 
public schools. The teacher shortage issue was given a lot of lip service 
throughout the session; however, very little was actually done to help Kentucky 
public schools recruit and retain high quality educators. 


HB5- AN ACT relating to fiscal matters and declaring an emergency - is contentious 
legislation passed on the last day. The “bourbon barrel tax” will now be phased 
out for Kentucky distillers. The fiscal impact will be significant for cities and 
counties that have bourbon warehouses. Many local leaders, including 
Republican Judge Executives, spoke out against this bill because of the 
financial harm it will cause to local governments, school districts, and 
services. They stated that the tax breaks and incentives given to the bourbon 
industry were already in the tens of millions and eliminating this tax goes too 
far. The distillers argued elimination of the bourbon barrel tax keeps Kentucky 
competitive and gives distillers contemplating leaving Kentucky an incentive to 
stay. Opponents pointed to the distillers’ own data showing the industry is 
growing and expanding rapidly. A compromise was reached in the final days of 
the session to phase out the current bourbon barrel tax and levy a new storage 
tax limited to the amount of FY 2023 revenue. 


HB319 - AN ACT relating to teachers - this bill will implement the Interstate 
Teacher Mobility Compact so that Kentucky and other states could create an 
agreement to accept out-of-state teacher certification. It would also expand the 
teacher scholarship program to aid in student loan debt, require exit surveys 


for educators leaving their districts, and create an online statewide job posting 
system for school job vacancies. 


HB331- AN ACT relating to the emergency medical preparedness of schools - this bill 
requires all middle and high school campuses to have an automated external 
defibrillator (AED). Along with venue-specific emergency action plans to 
identify the location of AED’s and the procedures for use. Simulated rehearsals 
would be required as well as policy and procedures. Also, the law requires all 
interscholastic coaches to be trained in CPR and the use of AED’s. 


HB553 - AN ACT relating to fiscal matters, making an appropriation therefor, and 
declaring an emergency - this bill was amended in the Senate and dealt with several 
appropriations for county facilities and renovations. It also included a provision 
appropriating more SEEK dollars for growth districts. No district with pupil loss will 
receive less in the next year, though it was stated that for the next budget, SEEK 
would be allocated based on average daily attendance, and districts with 
declining student populations will no longer be held harmless.
